DEBS’ TRIUMPHAL TOUR CONTINUES 


At Chattanooga, Tcnn., Deh.s had 
a tremendous meeting. Said the 
News: 

Mr. Debs entered the audi¬ 
torium at 8 o’clock and was 
grectcil with continued cheering. 
.\ band, composed of workingmen 
in white duck trousers and blu.- 
shirts, furnished appropriate 
music. 

The sneaker was introdnecil by 
Mr. R. B. Taggart, .Socialist can¬ 
didate for oongress from this dis¬ 
trict, who in his remarks referred 
to the large audiences that had 
greeted Mr. Debs during tlie 
present tour. 

From the moment Mr. Debs 
began to speak his every word 
reached his farthest hearer and 
filled easily the entire auditorium. 
He began his addre.ss with a 
sweeping reference to the eco¬ 
nomic influences, which, working 
through all ages, have brought 
the. relative positions of man to 
man to their present character. 

He spoke for two hours, deal¬ 
ing with almost every economic 
question at present before the 
public. 

People elbowed each other to get 
within hearing distance of tho great 
agitator at the big Kansas City 
Convention Hall. The papers had 


vastly outdo their grandsires' and 
they overproduce and are the 
loser. In those days there was a 
roa.snnablc distribution of wealth, 
'rhere was neithex millionaire nor 
tramp. With the first of the 
former eaiiie 1,000 of the latter; 
the proportion has kept up. fine 
hii.s ahiindant fond and no diges¬ 
tion ; the ether has gooil digei-tion 
but no food.” 

.\ century had seen, he held, 
the change from tool-owning me¬ 
chanics to machine owners an.l 
wage earners. The former want.s 
profit and the latter w.int.s living 
wngis. Tlie«*two can’t be Imr- 
monizod; all truces are at the 
mercy of the wage owners. The 
Carnegie works was cited as an 
illustration. 

Carnegie makes no steel; the 
workingmen produce the .steel and 
he steals the steel. Why? He 
owns the tools and this means 
ownership of phnlnce; while 50,- 
000 men work day , and night 
making it. Afid Whan it is made 
Carnegie takes ,the ]^fit». .And 
his libraries arc stained with the 
blood of }lonieste.id. If thev'd 
stop grinding their 'workers the 
latter Could build their own li¬ 
braries. 

Attacking the supreme court. 
Debs said every member was a 
trust attorney and every injunc¬ 
tion granted was against the 
working class. So, too. was everv 
ordering out of the soldiers; thev 
never shot dou-n capitali.sts. Debs 
continued: 

“The Republicans are ’lie par¬ 
ty of the capitalistic class. The 
Domoersta up to the St. laiuis 
convention ie]ircacnled the middle 
class. This class is crumbling 
and that is why the Democratic 
party is tumbling. 

“Hands are what the working¬ 
men are called now. .A man ad¬ 
vertises for fifty hands. He and 
his class are the heads; he only 
wants your hsnds. When you sec 
such on advertisement you won’t 
find any millionaire* answering 
it. No “hands” were at either of 
these conventions. Tliey will be 
•rounded up like a Texas rancher 
rounds up his cattle and voted on 
election day. That’s all the 
“hands” are wanted for.” 

Taking up the Democratic con¬ 
vention, which, he said, gave 
fifty-six words to labor, he de¬ 
nounced it earnestly. “Captain 
Hobson, hero of the Mcrrimac 
and the merry smack, outlined 
that convention when he praised 
Cleveland for crushing labor,'and 
it rang with applause.” 

“Henry Gs-ssaway Darisji bio¬ 
graphy says lie was once a slave 
owner. He is yet. He simply 
exchanged a small number of 
black slaves for a large number 
of white one*. 

“There is no miniitter in Kan¬ 
sas City who receives a good 
salary who dares preach the truth 
about the labor question. If he 
did he-would lose his job. Preach¬ 
ers used to have a wooden meet¬ 
ing house and a granite faith. 
Now they have a granite meeting 
liouse and a wooden faith.” , 

Long and earnestly Debs pro¬ 
phesied of a coming industrial 
crisis; already he saw signs of 
hard times; thonsands of laborers 
were already, laid off and more 
would be when election was over. 
A very doleful outlook indeed, he 
onUin'ed, what with cut W|qi;cs, 
idleness, crushing out of business 
and the like, "rhe only way out 
ivas bw the ballot and the only 
war to vote Vas for the Socialist 
ticket. In closing he said: 

' “Every time yon vote the 
Democratic or Bepublican ticket 
you forge your fetteia anew.

A 
citizen has proposed that a fund be 
suliscribcd to furnish brcakfastlcss 
children when school opens with 
some nourishment so that they will 
not have to study on an empty 
stomach.
